The Wonderful New School 
Agitating Medical Circles. 


WHAT IS ITS TEACHING 


The Human System Is Simply a 


Delicate Organism 


Is to Be Regarded and Treated 


on the Same Principles as a Com- 


plicated -Mechanicism. 


The Times' notes the arrival in 


the city of Dr. A. Wingard, Ports- 
jnoutli's first representaitve in the 
study of the new remedial sience of 
osteopathy. 
Jr. 
Wingarcl left here January 


l<Hli, 1898, for Kirksville, Mo., and

following explanation as to what os- 
teopathy is: 


"It 
is a new remedial science 


which, 
within recent years, has 


been evolved and given to the world 
by Dr. Andrew T. Still, of Kirks- 
ville, Mo. 
He was formerly a phy- 


sician of the old school and served 
as a surgeon in a Kansas regiment 
during the civil war. The theory of 
osteopathy is simple, and when fully 
understood must appeal to the intel- 
ligence of every thinking man. The 
osteopath regards the human body 
as a perfect and intricate machine, 
faultlessly constructed by the Divine 
Master 
Mechanic, and capable of 


running smoothly until worn out by 
age. 


"Dr. Still argues that the first 


cause o£ nearly every human ill is 
mechanical derangement of 
some 


one or more parts of the machinery 
of life, and these nnnatual condi- 
tions are removed by the osteopath, 
without the aid of drugs or knife. 
\\'\ien the human machine fails to 
properly perform its 
work, 
the 


osteopath seeks a remedy, as would 
an engineer if his enigne was out of 
order, or as would the watchmaker 
when 
he starts to repair a fine 


chronometer. 
'For instance,' says 


Dr. Still, 'if some substance should 
get in the wheels of a-watch or the 
cogs should beconfe locked or bent, 
would a sensible 
workman pour 


arsenic, nux.vomica or some chem- 
icals, calculated to destroy the works 
in it? No, he would first ascertain 
where the obstruction was, then re- 
move it, straighten the bent wheels 
and set it going. But, you say, he 
would add a little oil. That is true, 
but in the case of human machines, 
God has supplied each with oil, so 
tliiil food is the only assistance re- 
quired. 


•:Osteopathy is not a fad, but a 


science, 
based upon a thorough 


knowledge of anatomy, physiology, 
pathology 
and 
kindred 
studies, 


recognizing disease to be the result 
of disorder of the 
frame work, or 


skeleton, upon which the body is 
built. There is nothing supernatural 
about osteopathy, its apparently 
marvelous cures are effected through 
purely scientific methods and an ad- 
vanced understanding of the laws of 
human life.
